Sofia, the modem capital 
and all of the more important Bul- 
garian cities, arc brand new.

arc promises for the future, while 
Tirnova, perched on a mountain 
side, is an inspiration from the past 


There are countless attractions in 


this remote little city for the 
archaeologist and the student o! 
history, and the beauty of if a con 
struclion, a series of terraces climb- 
ing a long eloping hillside, is wort! 
going far to see. It is laid out upon 
a cliff 500 feet high, and each house 
overlooks the roofs of the neighbors 
down the street. The appearance 
of everything about the town in 
medieval, oriental and outworn 
Tirnova was the refuge of tradition 
the one haunt of the old fashioned 
which Bulgaria possessed before its 
acquisition of equally worn Mace 
donian cities as fruits of the war 
with Turkey in 1912. Elsewhere 
in. the kingdom the peasant folk 
have not been able to go ahead fas' 
enough to suit them, to pull down

The leaves are largo and heart 
shaped. 


The bee flics into the narrow 


opening of the flower in search of 
honey — and finds it. 
it drinks 


and drinks until it is ready to go. 
Hut when it turns around it finds 
the way barred with scores of tiny 
daggers, pointing inward. 
As it 


came in the bee brushed its way 
by the daggers easily, but the door 
to the flower should have been pla- 
carded, "Entrance Only," for the 
daggers won't bend to let it out. 


There it is u prisoner. It buzzes 


around frantically, shaking the gold- 
en pollen from the dagger points 
and gathering it on its wings. For 
two or three days it is Irold a cap- 
tive until it collects all the pol- 
len it can carry. Then the daggers 
wither, nnd the bee linds its way 
out.—Philadelphia North American.
